HEALTH OFFICE ISSUES ORDER 
TO ABATE NUISANCE. 


Bodies of Stagnant Water Are 
Proving Both Offensive and Menace 
to Health—Some Property Owners 
Say That Pumping and Filling Must 
Be Done at City’s Expense. — 


' Notice was served by the health of- 
fice yesterday of several property o 
ers on Pico Heights that slimy pools 
must be drained at once. The city is 
to have all bedies of stagnant water 
pumped out, and the pits disinfected. 
The grading of several streets on 
Pico Heights has left some property 
north of Pico and west of Catalina 
streets below the street level and wa- 
ter has collected in large quantities. 
Some of the owners deciare that the‘ 
city must drain the pools because the 
street improvements have caused the 


nuisance. 

The majority of those affected by the 
order, however, have’ determined to 
fill their lots to grade. 

The campaign for the. draining of all 
stagnant pools means that the lake at 
San Marino and Western avenues must 
be pumped out. There is a twenty- 
acre depression there and the owners 
say that the pumping and filling must 
be done at the city’s expense. 

Health Officer Powers stated last 
night that if it is necessary, he will 
appeal to the jlaw in order to force 
property owners to do away with stag- 
nent water. 

“This matter is now in the hands of 
deputies of this office,” said Dr. Pow- 
ers, “whe are practically working on 
their own initiative until reports are 
turned in. When the matter is laid 
before me I will act: Of course in 
many instances there is no trouble and 
the water is being drained and the 
holes filled.” 

Health statistics show that last year 
fifteen cases of diphtheria occurred in 
the vicinity of stagnant pools. Several 
of ‘the moe praved, fatal, and all were

NE-MAN POWER. 

Gen. Kuropatkin’s history of the 
campaign in Manchuria will be read 
with much/ interest by the world at 
large. It is no wonder that the bu- 
reaucracy of Russia attempted to sup- 
press the story. The fundamenta! les- 
son to be learned from it will be the 
importance of the one-man power in 
the governing of empires, in carrying 
on a war, and in all other en- 
terprises of great moment; 
This may seem. strange doctrine to 
American ears. Ours is a representa- 
tive democracy, where the majority of 
the people are supposed to decide 
everything. Yet true as that concep- 
tion is, there is nothing of importance 
done, even under our form of govern- 
ment, that does not finally depend 
upon the dominant ability of some one 
individual. 

It is much more difficult for an 
American President or the general of 
an American army to exercise his in- 
dividuality, no matter how overwhelm- 


‘ingiy superior it may be to all his 


subordinates, than for the Czar of 
Rusefa. The fatlure of the .Russiar 
Empire in the conflict with Japan re- 
sulted directly from the chaotic con- 
dition of the Russian administration 
and the superior organization of. the 
Japanese forces. The failure of Rus- 
sia is traceabiec finally to the (gar, 
while the success,of the Japanese is 
traceable’ finally to one or two great 
men, whose genius gave efficiency to 
the Japanese for Like king. like 
people; like master. like man; like 
general, like troops. 

In our own country, with our demp- 
eratig form of government, there has 
been no great achievement that did 
not depend finally upon the genius 
end force of character of some indi- 


'viduel. Washingten was the soul and 


mind of the Revolution. Lincoln had 
more to do with the suppression of 
the Rebellion than even the greatest 
gcneral in the field. It is needless to 
remark that Roosevelt might almost 
say with the Grand Monarch of 
France, “The state, it is I." 

The imbecility, irresolution, lack of 
purpose and lack of power of Czar 
Nicholas runs down through every 
branch of the government, crops out in 
the ineffective hhndling of every army 
corps and of nearly every regiment. 
Like TLouls XVI in disposition and 
general character, the surprising thinz 
will be if.Louts’s fate does not become 
that of Nicholas. When the French

USIC AND 
THE STAGE. 


The enjoyment of Raff's famous 
“Lenore” symphony is a matter of 
opinion. Personally, the writer inclines 
tv other things. He finds the Raff com- 
position too long drawn out upon a 
few central ideas, too full of motif- 


repetition, to be enjoyable at more than 


a very few hearings. Raff was a writer 
of beautiful forms. His works are de- 
lghtfully interesting in the study, and 
eontain many beautiful suggestions— 
notably. this symphony—but as an in- 
terpreter of reality, as a tone poet 
of genuine dramatic power, Raff can- 
not be classed. It takes more than 
sweet harmoniés and fine knowledge of 
orchestration to make a symphony. It 
demands the overwhetming, sweepl 
force of some mighty thought—the foot 
tide of a reme emotion. 

Yet, though yesterday's rendition of 
this single work was nearly an hour 
iong, it was warmly appreciated by 
scores of people ‘with whom if is evi- 
dently a favorite composition, The or- 
chestra played it well, and their inter- 
pretations under - Hamilton’s baton 
bespoke not only dy, but familiarity.
